• WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Attorney 
General -Moody todav acting through the 
resident United States; district attorney 
instituted proceedings against the Stand- 
ard Oli company of New Jersey, under 
the Sherman anti trust act, .by, filing in 
the United States circuit court at St. 
Louis a petition in equity against it and 
its seventy constituent corporations and 
partnerships and seven individual defend- 
ants, asking that the combination bo de- 
clared unlawful and in the future en- 
joined from entering into any contract 
or combination in restraint of trade. 


The following statement was prepared 


nnd made public by Attorney 
General 


Moody today: 


INVESTIGATION STARTED. 


In June last, by direction of the pres- 


ident, Messrs. Kellogg ar.d -Morrison, 
wore appointed by me special assistant- 
attorneys general, to act with assistant 
to the Attorney General Purdy to make 
an investigation of the relations of the 
Standard Oil company of New Jersey, 
to the business of refining, transporting, 
distributing-nnd sellng oil: throughout 
the United Sti.tes;to ascertain all the 
facts anrl report whether or not in their 
opinion there has been a violation of the 
Sbcrmnn iinti trust law by the Standard 
Oil company of New Jersey or the per- 
son^" or corporations associated with or 
iilfmnging it. The council completed that 
duty, imd the report of-their investiga- 
tion has received careful consideration 
by the president and his cabinet. 


CONTROL NINETY PERCENT. 


The information available to "the dc- 


partirisnt tends to fhow that the various 
corporations, the 
limited 
partnerships 


under the control, in the manner herein- 
after stated, of the Standard Oil com- 
pany of New Jersey, produce, transport 
nnd sell about 90 percent of the rfefin- 
ed oil produced, transported and sold in 
tho United States for domestic' use and 
about the same proportion of refined oil 
exported -from the United States; that 
tliis share-of the business <Has been pro- 
cured .by,, a course of action which, be- 
ginning in 1S70 has contihued-.-under the 
direction of the same persons, in the 
main, down to the present time: that 
these persons now surviving are John 
D. Rockefeller, William Rockefeller, Hen- 
ry H. Rogers, Henry M. Flaglcr, John D. 
Arohbold, Oliver H. Payne and Charles 
JI. Pratt; that the design throughout of 
the persons having control of the enter- 
prise has been to suppress competition 
in .the production, the 
transportation 


nnd sale of refined oil and to. obtain, as 
far as possible, a monopoly.therein; that 
between 1870 and 1882 the design was 
affected through agreements made be- 
tween mnny persons.anS corporations cn- 
giigcd in this business; that in 1SS2 the 
result aimed at was made more certain 
by vesting in nine trustees 
(including 


five of the above named persons) suffic- 
ient stock in the thirty-nine corporations 
concerned to enable the trustees to con- 
trol their operations in:,such a way that 
competition between them was suppress- 
rd, that this plnn was acted upon until 
it wn£ declared unlawful by the oupreme 
court* of Ohio in an- action against the 
Standard Oil company1'of Ohio, one of 
paid corporations, in 189E;-- that during 
the sown wars following the same indi- 
vidual defendants as a majority of tho 
liquidating trustees, were pretending to 
liquidate the trust, but us a matter of 
fact, were mar.nging all of tho corpora- 
tions in the same way and exercising the 
same control over them: that the individ- 
ual defendants in 189P,. increased 
the 


stock of the Standard Oil;company of 
Now Jersey from $10,000,000 to $110,- 
000.000; that said company wnn. then a 
producing and selling 'corporation und 
they added to its corporate powers the 
power of purchasing stock in other com- 
panies and practically nil of the powers 
exercised by the trustees undjir the un- 
lawful trust agreement of 1882: that 
the Standard Oil .eomp'acy. of .New Jer- 
sey then taking-Hhe place .of tlie trus- 
tees acquired all of the stock of the 
corporations theretofore held and con- 
trolled by the trustees^ -paying therefore 
by the issue of its own.-eharcs .in ex- 
change'; that the president of the board 
of trustees broamo .the president of the 
Standard 
Oil company of New Jersey 


and the s'nme persons (the.individual de- 
fendants) who had directed the business 
of the trust then assumed the. direction 
of the business of the Standard Oil com- 
pany of New Jersey and eveiv.sincc con- 
tinue-! it: that thej '.purpose'and effect 
of the use of the Standard-Oil'company 
of N«w' Jersey a» a bol'ding-company was 


precisely the same as the purpose and 
effect of the appointment of the trus- 
tees hereinbefore referred to, namely to 
suppress competition between the 
cor-' 


porations'and limited partnerships, those 
whose stock was first held by .the trus- 
tees and then by the Standard Oil com- 
pany of New Jersey; that by the fore- 
going methods aided by the establish' 
ment of'railroad rates for transportation 
which discriminated in favor of the cor- 
porations, whose stock was held by tho 
holding company that company has been 
enabled to obtain in large sections of 
the country a monopoly of the sale of re- 
fined oil, with the result that the prices 
to the consumer within 
this territory 


where the monopoly prevails aro very 
much higher than within the territory 
where competition to some extent still' 
exists. 


HAVE VIOLATED LAW. 


It is believed that these facts together 


with others contained in the', report of 
the special counsel justify and require 
action by the 
United States in the 


courts. Accordingly a petition in equity 
under the provisions.-of.jth6 Sherman act 
has this day been 'nlcdi'against:the Stand-' 
ard Oil company of New Jersey-and("sev- 
enty other corporations and. limitedJ 
partnerships and-'the1 seven individual de^ j 
fcndants before named in the eighth ju-1 
dicial circuit a.t St.vLouis, Mo.;'to'have-j 
the said commission ' -adjudged andi'de-' 
creed to be "unlawful and* that tho hold-

END OF ATHLETIC PARK 


Street to Go Through Site of 


Former Bicycle Track and

The hoard of public works will this 


afternoon begin the work of tearing down 
the fence surrounding Athletic park on 
the Sixteenth street side.

and he answered everything promptly 
and invited the very closest investigation 
and inspection of the nsylum property 
and management, assuring the board 
that the trustees would be only too glad 
to answer any and all questions. 


AMOUNT NECESSARY. 


In the opinion of the trustees the fol- 


lowing amounts will be necessary for 
the 'running of the asylum for the ensu: 


ing year:

•'For the subsistence of 120 patients at 


$2 per week, $15.600! for tiling, $400;. 
for'fencing, $300; for manure, $500; con- 
tingencies, $41,200; a total of $18,000. , 


' Of this amount there is in the county 


treasury $6,437.05, due from the state 
$8,271.90; to be provided for by tax, S3,-' 
201.05. 
The trustee? recommend that' 


the money in the hands of the county 
treasurer belonging to the npylum fund, 
money due from the state and the sum 
of $3,20 L05 raised by tax, be also appro- 
priated to the asylum fund. 


Attention wts called to the need of 


more barn room for cattle nnd hay; also 
a silo, so that cattle enough can be rais- 
ed on the farm for all the beef and 
butter needed for the institution, and 
which would be a £reat saving to the 
county.

GOOD CROP SHOWING.

President Shenkonberg read a report 


showing what stock was on the farm and 
also crops raised, etc. There are twenty

stee'rs and calvos; about seventy pigs; 
there were 2032 bushels of oats; sixty- 
four bushels of'rye; 3445 baskets of 
corn; 66 loads corn stalks; 100 tons of 
hay; 52 tons of cabbage; 826 bushels of 
potatoes; 220 bushels .of boots, . and 
a 


large amount of other articles, the show- 
ing being unusually large and satisfac- 
tory to members of the board, most of 
whom are farmers. 


SUBSTANCE OF REPORT. 


The supplementary report submitted 


by President Shenkenberg of the board 
of trustees, covers the months of July, 
August,. September nnd October, the an- 
nual report having already been present- 
ed and before the bonrd in printed form. 


. According to the supplementary report 


there were in the asylum June 30, 1006, 
116' patients, of whom 107 belonged to 
Racirie county ond-tho total number on 
November 5, 1006, was 120, of whom.108 
belonged to Racine county. The follow- 
ing was the financial coudition of tho 
asylum on.

UNJUSTLY CTOTICISED. 


President 
Shenkenberg 
and 
H«nry 


Johnson, of the. trustees, claim 
that 


they have been unjustly criticised by -the 
press and members of the county board, 
iu their management of the asylum. Mr. 
Johnson said that the Racine 
county 


asylum was kept better than any" other 
institution of the state and the patients 
better cared-for. In some asylums but- 
ter is allowed- the patients only, .once a- 
week, while, at Racine^aifylum it is giv- 
en every day in .tii&ftveek;. in other asy- 
lums other food is cut 'down,''"while at 
Racine thev get the very best and a4 
much as wanted. Again the clothing is 
better at the Racine asylum than at 
most of the other institutions. The pa- 
tients -are given all of the comforts pos- 
f.iblc. It is true that the patients can be 
kept at other' asylums cheaper than at 
the Racine asylum,.irat they would not 
receive such • good care and the friends 
of patients in the Racine asylum want 
them to have the best and not' suffer 
be<nrcEe of poor food or insufficientrcloth- 
ing. 


. WORK IS NOT CRUELTZ: 


; Mr. Shenkenberg said that' 
some 


frirada complained because, the patients 
.worked on the farm. I1"1 said this was 
.unjust, for the best thing that conld.be 
.possible for the patients was for them 
to work. It keeps their minds occupied, 
while otherwise they would become^un- 
manageable and rim away. No patient 
is forced.to work against hia or her will. 
Again the trustees .were accused of never 
visiting the asylum without the super- 
intendent being notified. This he said 
was untrue, for he had called 
thero 


many times and 
not 
p. single person 


knew he was coming. 


Mr. Shenkenberg further said that if 


the press and members of the 
board 


would boost the institution it would re- 
sult in much good and that -the state 
board of control would not always be 
pointing re a ;';ingle being on in Racine 
county otf.T ih'j tianagcmcnt of the asy- 
lum. Ontil tiwre was good feeling and 
hancony the ii-.-'titution could not be 
run to as good advantage as it should.

'Sewerage System Results in 


.Ruining Forty Acres of" 


the Cutting Estate 


ATTOENEY GITTINS 


FOE THE PLAINTIFF 


Authorities Have no Right to Pump 


Water on Adjacent Land, Nor 


Can They Pollute Pike 


Creek Water. 


Unless the Racine county board of su- 


pervisors take immediate steps to reme- 
dy the great ceptic sewerage system at 
the Racine county insane asylum-, they 
will have a law suit on hand. The claim 
is made that the water running from the 
sewer enters the 40 acres of land belong- 
ing to the Cutting farm, creating a bad 
stench and ruining ;the same for pastur- 
age and other purposes.. This fact was 
stated to the board in plain language this 
morning, by Judge D. H. Flett, repre- 
senting the heirs of the Cutting estate. 
In addressing the board Judge 'Flett said 
that he would not take much of their 
time. 


He said that he desired to call atten- 


tion to a matter of considerable interest 
to his clients and the Racine 
county 


board. There were 40 acres of land to 
the south of the asylum belonging to the 
Cutting heirs. It appears that the sew- 
er pipes from the asylum ceptic sewer 
run into a public ditch and thence to the 
land of his clients. Conditions have be- 
come almost unbearable on account of 
the stench arising from this water. 


Mrs. Bones) one of the heirs, consulted 


him, and he advised her to see the asy 
lum trustees. ' This she did and was 'in- 
formed that no water drained on hei 
land, which did not set well on the mind 
of the lady:- 


ADVISED A SUIT. 


Mrs. Bones was advised to commence 


injunctional 
proceedings. The district 


attorney was consulted and it was decid- 
ed not to do .anything until the county 
board could take action at the annual 
session. Judge Flett said that the 40 
acres were leased by a Mr. Kohlman for 
pasturage purposes, that on-account of 
the foul condition of tbe water, he has 
lost the care of many cattle and refused 
to pay rent. The trouble was partly 
remedied, but not all. What his clients 
desired was to have the matter remedied. 
It was true that the county had a right 
to drain He. land, but not to pump its 
water on other property. They wanted 
relief from the nuisance and he desired 
to serve notice on the board that unless 
the matter is remedied in reasonable 
time, litigation would be commenced; 
that it was no bluff, but that they would 
not be unreasonable in tha matter. 


District Attorney Gittins addressed the 


board, explaining that Mrs. Bones came 
to his office and explained the conditions. 
He said there was no question about the 
law, as explained by Judge Flett, that 
the county had no legal right to pump 
water on other lard. He had advised 
Mrs. Bones that nothing' could bo done 
until the county board met and so it 
went over. He believed it 
might be 


wise for the board to make an investiga- 
tion. 


Supervisor Colbert expressed a desire 


to hear from the trustees. 


WHAT THAT BODY KNEW. 


Mr. Shenkenberg, one of the trustees, 


said that the first he heard of the trouble 
was last August, when Superintendent 
Bull called him up and told him that 
Mrs. Bones had authority from the town 
board of Mt. Pleasant to close up tho 
culvert where tho sewer water ran and 
that the asylum was up against it. He 
went down the next morning and found 
that the pipes were cut off, but the wat- 
er broke through and ran off. He told of 
the big expense of putting in- the ceptic 
sewer and that now it had involved them 
into trouble. He believed that most of 
the foul water was caused by the water 
which ran from the laundry into the sew- 
er and he also thought that when tho 
asylum was not running for .more than a 
year .that the pipes became stuffed up 
and caused foul water. x. Afterward the 
ceptic sewer was cleaned out and the 
water became clearer and conditions bet- 
ter. 


ADVISED CUTTING- PIPES. 


Supervisor Richards .explained how it 
af that the pipes were cut .or stopped 


up, that Mrs. Bones complained to iim 
and he udvised.it;- that there was com- 
plaint of the stonch all along:the line. 


There was talk of running -the; water 


onto the. asylum land, but it.was'stated 
that such large amounts could not .be 
absorbed.by the..earth. 


District -Attorney Gittins'warned the 


board about running the water into Pike 
Creek, telling them that it was unlawful 


to pollute any waterway, and that they 
should be careful. 


The matter was referred to the com- 


mittee of the whole and the members will 
leave for the asylum farm at 9:30 tomor- 
row morning to investigate and at the 
same'timerinspect the asylum. The Ke- 
nosha board will accompany them.

FINE BUCK FIRST HOUti 


Supervisor Fred Nelson created quite a 


sensation at the meeting of tbe county 
board 
of supervisors this 
afternoon, 


when he charged that one day.last sum- 
mer he was refused admittance to. the 
Racine county insane asylum, in other 
•words that he was not even invited in- 
to the waiting room of the building, but 
left out in the cold, because Superinten- 
dent -Silas Bull was not there at the 
time. 


Supervisor Nelson preceded his charges 


by the introduction of a resolution, in 
e/fect that the Racine county board of 
supervisors be constituted a committee 
of the whole, or as individuals, to visit 
the Racine county insane asylum at any 
time they see fit. 


"The reason I introduce that resolu- 


tion," said Supervisor Nelson, "is because 
I -recently visited the insane asylum and 
•was refused admittance, after I had stat- 
ed who I was, in fact, could not get in- 
side the uilding. If an official cannot 
get in that building'he wanted to know 
the reason why. It was the duty of su- 
pervisors to look after the patients and 
he did not think the superintendent had 
a right to refuse an official admission." 


. 
RULES MUST BE KEPT. 


Upon invitation of Supervisor Ander- 


son, President Shenkenberg of the .'trus- 
tees, explained the circumstance. He 
said that the time Mr. Nelson was not 
admitted was on Sunday. There were 
rules in regard to., the institution .and 
they were posted where anyone could 
8<>e them and .there are visiting days.. If 
everbody was allowed, in the place it 
would take .twice the help they'now have 
to look after visitors. On Sundays some 
of the help is allowed to go away and so 
they have to be more strict. 


Mr. Shenkenberg explained the case of 


young Pfeiffer, when people called and 
made an attempt to get him out of the 
place and he was afterward killed by 
falling from a window. After that the 
rules were made more strict. Had Super- 
intendent Bull been in the building at 
the time Mr. -Nelson called, ha -would 
have been admitted, but he -was not 
there and Mr. Nelso'n refused to look 
him up.

Milk COWS BY MACHINE 


Appa»tu» to b« Terted by the CniiremltT 


AerloultWsl StTidunt*. 
Q2J, Nov; 14.—Two. new ma- 


chines designed to; save half the labor of 
milking in dairy barns have been install- 
ed in the college of agriculture at the 
University of Wisconsin, and will be giv- 
en practical tests by students during the 
short course in agriculture, which <jpens 
Dec. 1. This is the first time that stu- 
dents have been enabled to study the 
operation of these machines which, if all 
tests prove satisfactory, 
will greatly 


lighten and systematize one of the most 
tedious formu of dairy work. Tests are 
now being made with a view to learn the 
economy of machine milking compared 
with hand-milking. The cost of the ma- 
chines and of their installation and op- 
eration ore known factors, but the dur- 
ability and the labor and time required- 
to run and to clean them properly are 
yet to be learned,, as well as the efficien- 
cy of the machines under usual condi- 
tions.

The temptation to 'make money— 
not for himself, but for his poor old 
mother, his many friends 
say—finally 


overcome him and he accepted. 


GETS $300 FOR EXHIBITION. 


He drew great crowds. In all he was 


one week at the Star theater here, anoth- 
er at Pantnge's, a week in Portland and 
another week here, giving exhibitions 
for which he received about $10 a night, 
or less than $300 in-all. For this sum 
Segalos forfeited, his right to be among 
the favored Carnegie heroes.

The dream of.the mother and of the 


son has -been shattered, however. The 
men who watched over these great bags 
of money have said that there is none 
for Segalos. 


Six weeks ago, as soon as his condi- 


tiin allowed of it and under the advise 
of his physician, Segalos went back to 
work. He became fireman on the steam- 
er Ohio, which plys between Seattle and 
Nome. Ten days ago he received his 
first pay. It amounted to $40. With 
his face, hands and clothes bearing the 
marks of toil in the 'lark ship's hold, he 
went to the rooms of the chamber of 
commerce and, with tears of gratitude 
and happiness streaming down his face, 
he laid $20 in gold on the table and ask- 
ed Secretary Yandell to send it to Mrs. 
Segnlos, saying: "It is my first pay, 
and mother, for the first time'in many 
months, will known that her son is work- 
ing for her again." 


And yet the Carnegie hero fund com- 


mission says Segalos is unworthy of any 
part of the great fund assigned for he- 
roes.

It is ex- 
pected by the committee that this rec- 
ommendation if adopted by all the states 
will decrease the number of migratory 
divorces.

This plan would n'ot wipe out inde- 


pendent nominations as the secretary 
Kays, all facilities should be afforded dis- 
»atisfled citizens with the regular nqin- 
inations to insert on their ballots auy 
names they pleased. But in his plan tho 
boss would, by his nominations, confer 
the distinction of regularity, though

Tims one for the city, county 
and one for tho congressional'district, 
another for the state ticket, another for 
the United Sto-tes senator, and another 
for National executives, that is as to the 
.latter, the forty-five states and three ter- 
ritorial bosses meet in convention and 
nominate presidential 
candidates. In 


fact this Bonaparte plan is nothing but 
that of constituting tho present chair- 
men of all these committees as the pow- 


• er to mako their respective nominations, 


only Instead of these chairmen being 
chosen as now in tho several states and 
territories, would in this plan be chosen 
by tho popular vote. 


Under the old convention plan and 


the instructing of delegates, it used to 
be said the delegates would be exercis- 
ing Just as. much power of. their own by 
staying at homo and letting the local 
chairmen send in their votes by mail, as 
ins<Tuctions governed anyhow. Again 
'oven when delegates got out to the con- 
vention, the machinery of the party had 
already toed up the thing mostly. This 
was the strongest objection to the con- 
vention system and one that could cns- 


. ily ha-ro bean disposed of by giving peo- 


pla their just right?, by forbidding any 
Instruction of delegates. 
It could be 


done now under our- primary law, nnd 
.instead of nominating candidates under 
the petition plan, that of electing dele- 
gates to nominating 
conventions and 


going positively unpledged.

tors In tho way he undoubtedly means 
it to be simplified. In his plan the cam- 
paign tor these party bosses or as now 
party chairmen possessing this power 
legally through what many of them be- 
iore assumed illegally, taking tho chances 
ol being satisfied if a convention got out 
ot control, would involve the country 
only in another sort of political cam- 
.paign the intensity of which might, de- 
spite our American calm, bring about 
most sorious troubles to every such cam- 
paign and election. But if the secretary 
amends by giving the appointing power 
:of these bosses to every state executive, 


• he could build up a machine, provided the 


people consented, that would take the 
starch out of anything the country ever 
lias aeon yet in the political line. 


JAPAN ASli THE UNITED STATES 
If our statesmen at..Washington took 


'» serioua view of tho protest filed by 


Japan with the president, it was .be- 
cause they so well knew that Japan is 
not only the controlling power in all the 
orient, but through her remarkable ad- 
vances in civilization, is precisely as able 
as is any foreign power to build war 
ships, to equip armies, and' manuvcr 
those armies.

though the Califomi.ins do not realize at. 


It is not pleasant to stomach1 such 


warning notes, and several weeks ago 
whan the Washington government waa 
offically notified Japan would stand'no 
manner oi discrimination and demanded 
her oriental civilization shall not be dis- 
criminated against in the schools of the 
United States, r.or nny of her citizons,-it 
did not surprise citizens who understand 
this protest to read that the secretaries 
passed several very restless hours. For- 
tunately the civilization of Japim is not 
.repugnant and her oriental coloring, is 
not offensive. As to. habits complained of 
that the Japs can not be depended upon 
as can other races, that the Jap, as 
some of our army officials and corre- 
spondents found out in the lata 
war, 


could be smiling, yet infernally deceptive, 
these are traits not common in civilized 
lands where color cuts no figure. 
In 


dealing with the Japanese it is necessary 
to consider they are not- children, that 
in business dealings one must look care- 
fully to his own side of the house and 
be sure that the average Japanese is 
just an sharp as he can be. 


We are now told Japan is construct- 


ing battle ships just as formidable, as 
England's ar.d will surpass anything we 
have afloat. It must be considered that 
owing to our most 
remarkable 
easy 


ways, there is no question but what the 
Japanese army bureaus and nn.val bur- 
eaus arc in possession of better maps of 
our sea coast cities and of their defenses, 
than we ourselves possess. This was- 
shown in the Manila case where the 
plans of the Japs of our fortifications, 
were said to be an improvement "upon 
those of our own. 


In view of all these things and con- 


sidering mutters the people of the Pa- 
cific coast will do well not to be too 
particular in pressing their insistence,as 
against the views-of the Washington 
government. If the people of San Fran- 
cisco would stop a minute they woulil 
possibly reflect that if they persist in 
violating our "treaty 
obligations^. with 


Japan which the government churns they 
do when they insist on separate schools 
for Japs and whites, that, when- Japan 
citizens are in any wise discriminated 
against or violence committed against 
them, that the fortifications of that 
harbor could not 
possibly 
keep off 


powerful Japan war vessels, they might 
go a little slower. Japfinese war ships 
could anywhere off the coast without 
trying to force an entrance in San Fran- 
cisco, throw shot and shell in the city. 
A few miles from the fortified .part, any 
foreign power for that matter could 
readily land forces nnd enter San Fran- 
cisco in the rear. The condition of this 
great Pacific coast city is precisely that 
of all our coast cities. We can talk big, 
but can we defend a henp big talk as 
the Indian would s»y. We can keep out

The farm lands of Ohio, Indiana, 
Wisconsin, Missouri and Nebraska arc 
worth from $10 to $14 more per acre 
•than they'were in 1000 In the New Eng- 
land group of States- the rise has been 
slight, in Ehode Island only $1 per here, 
The greatest change has been in Mass- 
achusetts, where tho increase has been 
4.18. New York makes a fair showing, 
with an increased value of $8; New 
Jersey', $6.63; Pennsylvania, .?4.64; Del-, 
aware, $5.18. 
Increased values in the 


South and Southwestern States .range 
from $3,38 in Texas to $9.41 in Florida. 


But not all this increasing value of 


farm lade is exactly due to this partic- 
ular cause, for as an exchange' says in 
commenting upon the subject: 


''The exhaustion of free or cheap lands 


must rank as the' chief cause of the in- 
crease in value, because it insures a sta- 
bility, but next to it must come the in- 
troduction of rapid transit. The States 
in which the greatest increases have 
been marked are^those being riddled by 
the interurbans.

tain point. The intcrurbnn has placed 
spots that a few years ago Heeme<3 re- 
mote closer to the city than all but its 
central points were a few years ago. 
The present increases in values of farm- 
ing and suburban property .arc due to 
the operation of natural laws, and the 
stability of these values is certain."

OFFSPRING AT TIMES 


Whiio According to French Law His 


J'oim •!• Wife Must Get His Con- 


sent to Take the Children 


to United States. 


PAKfS, Nov. 14.—The tribunal of first 


instance of the Seine Judge Ditte presid- 
ing, at noon today granted a divorce to 
the Countess De Castellano 
(formerly 


Anna Gould of New York) and gave her 
the custody of her children, who how- 
ever, will not be allowed' to be taken 
from France, without, the consent 
of 


their father, Count Boni Do Cnstellane. 


The end of the famous case came sud- 


denly. The court brushed aside tho de- 
mand of.the count's lawyers for nn ex- 
amination of witnesses and, as anticipat- 
ed, the public prosecutor did not even 
ask to be heard. 


COUNT BADLY.WORSTED. 


As soon as the court assembled Judce 


Dittc handed down the- judgment which 
is a swooping victory for the countess. 
In "ranting her petition for .divorce the 
court gave 'the countess the custody of 
her children, the count being allowed 
only 'the usual ..rights to see 'them1 and 
Blmre in the control of their education, 
which'was not contested. 


The count is given the right .to see 


the child/flaunt' stated periods ^at the 
honiV'df"thpir grandmother and 'keep 
ihemva. month annually during; the .holi- 
days. 


NO MONEY FOR BONI. . 


The count's demand for an 
"'elemen- 


tary allowance of $50,000 annually" was 
pronounced by the court to be'without 
foundation in law and was rejected. 


The'only point decided in the count's 


favor, waa the imposition of the inhibi- 
tion of the-countess to take the children 
out of Franco without their father's con- 
sent. 


The court appointed the president of 


the chamben of notnries to liquidate the 
affairs of the husband and wife. 


WANTED TO HEAR SCANDAL. 
The' judgment was given with cost* 


ngainst the count. The decree, the read- 
ing of which h'ardly consumed five min- 
utes, was delivered by the judge in a 
voice so low as to be practically inaudi- 
ble to the enger crowd filling the court 
room. Many women climbed the chairs 
in vain efforts to hear the decision, and 
when they were aware that a divorce 
vns granted they seemed actually to re- 


1 sent' the Ida's''of a public trial at' which 
people'1 Jn'h'iph society would be compell- 
ed to testify. 


-'CduJJT.-A' GAY LOTHARIO. 


Stripped of textual verbiage, the for- 


mal counV.s upon which the attorneys of 
the Countess De Cnstellane asked'for a 
divorce were as follows': 


1.' Soon after his marriage Count De 


Castellane began the purchase of furni- 
ture at ridiculously exorbitant prices 
and immediately resold it. When the 
plaintiff protested the count abused her 
in the presence of servants. 


2. Upon the slightest pretexts Count 


De Castellane created' scenes going to 
the extent of striking the plaintiff. Tn 
the course of one of those scenes at 
Bochecotte during the autumn of 1805, 
the countess was brutally pinched by her 
husband and the next clay while she was 
still suffering from his violence she re- 
vealed the fact to an American friend 
who was a guest at the Chateau. 


3. During the summer 'of 1SOS and

various women of easy virtue.which was 
most offensive to a wife, tints rehderiug 
himself guilty of acts justifying a di- 
vorce, and us he had failed to establish 
a reconciliation., tho petition of Madame 
De', Castellace. is. granted," 


BONI GETS NIL. 


The .Count's demand for an ''alimentary 


allowance 'of '$50,000 annually" was de- 
nied on the ground that the guilty par- 
ty in a divorce loses all the advantages:' 
accorded either by a marriage contract 
ro the course of married life, and conse- 
quently the court refused to allow not 
only the count's original claim for $50,- 
000 per annum, but the $CO,000 which the 
countess offered and which it now stems 
the count claimed to have accepted Oc- 
tober 25. 


RECOURSE .IN THE COURT.?. 


The court also took a precaution 


against any unreasonable attitude on 
the part of tho count toward allowing 
his wife to take her' children out of 
France, by providing that 'in case of his 
refusal judicial' 'authorization could bi> 
granted. 


The decree orders the eountess to .send 


the children on Thursdays and Sundays 
to their grandmother, the Marquise De 
Castellane, and their surrender to their 
father for a week at New Year's and 
Easter and for a month in the summer. 


Anna Gould is the youngest daughter 


of the late Jay Gould and was married 
to Count Ernest Boniface D Castellane, 
the eldest son of the Marquis De Castel- 
lane, at the New York home of her 
brother, George J.. Gould, March 4, 1305, 
the late Archbishop Corrigan officiating. 
Miss Gould's dowry was understood to 
have been $18,000,000 and it was further 
stated that her income was $000,000 a 
year. Immediately after the marriage 
the couple left the United States for 
France, where the extravagant manner 
in which they lived attracted considera- 
ble attention. About five years 
after 


the rr.arringe the Count and Countess De 
Castellane were reported to be financial- 
ly embarrassed, it being alleged that the 
count had already spent about $7,000,- 
000 of ni» wife'-; money. An adjustment 
of the affairs of the count and countess 
became necessary and considerable liti-. 
gatior. followed with the result that the 
Gould family intervened and the income 
of the countess wan cut down to $200,- 
000. 


LONG DRAWN OUT CASE. 


On Feb. .5,- of the present year the 


Countess De Castellane entered a' plea 
for divorce the hearing of which began 
before Judge Ditte, Maitre Cruppi »p- 
penring for the countess and Maitre Bon- 
net for the count. Evidence in the shape 
ot correspondence between the count and 
women was .presented and the case was 
adjourned until Nov. 7 when the final 
pleas were made and the suit adjourned 
until Nov. M. On the following day, 
Nov. 8 the case of the count's creditors 
was presented to the court and. adjourn- 
ed for two weeks.

Xd POLITICAL PARTY. 


""The "'American Moderation '-'floes not 
contemplate the formation, of a distinct 
political p.irty. It docs not intend to die-1 
tate. the. pnvty, membership of-any union 
man. 
It does propose to suprgcst from 


lime to rime legislative measures'of ad- 
vantage to labor and to secure the nom- 
ination and election of representatives 
and senotors fr.vovnble to their ennct- 


\ ment. To give full iiublieity to the ac- 


tion taken on those bills that all union 
nien nniy know who are their friends. 
Preceding thii declaration of its politi- 
cal platform the committee outlined the
